FENIAN BOMBS. 


Buildings Blown to Pieces in the 
Heart of London Last 
Night. 


Little to Be ‘Learned Further than 
that No One Was 
Killed,

Five Hundred Constables Guarding 
the Streets and Awaiting 
Daylight. 


The Buildings Very Close to the Houses 
of Parliament—Alarm of the 
Members. 


A Suttéssfdl Return to the Fenian Tactics 
Relinquished After the Land Act 
Passed. 


LONDON, March 15.—[Special Cable. |—Ev- 
ery part of Westminster, the Abbey, the 
Houses of Parliament, the great structures 
of the public offices, the clubs, and dwelling- 
houses ‘were viviently shaken tonight by a 
tremendous explosion. 

At 9 o’clock precis@ly a great detonation 
was heard, followed by the crash of glass 
fallmg from thousands of windows. A de- 
liberate attempt had been made to blow up 
part of the Government offiges, the part oc- 
enpied by Sir Charles! Dilke and the local 
Government Board, in the immense building 
bounded by Parliament street, Downing 
street, Charles street, ana St. James Park. 

The apartment8 in question front on 
Charles street, and are almost level with the 
pavement. The walls are of great thickness 
and of solid masonry, and the windows pro- 
tected by a massive stone balustrade. 

Opposit, fifty yards away, is the King Street 
Police Station. Fifty feet away a sentry 
guards the Parliament street front. 

Charles street is dark and unfrequented at 
night, which partly explains the extraordi- 
nary fact that no lives were lost. 

The dynamite was placed on the window- 
sill inside the balustrade, where the fuse 
when burning would be concealed from the 
view of any one passing. 

The force of the explosion was terrific 
The great stone balustrade was oblitered, 
the massive masoury rent to fragments, and 
the pavement shattered and ground to pow- 
der. A wooden structure opposit was blown 
into splinters, and @ mass of stone was driv- 
en though the walt of the house beyond it. 

inside the offices there remained nothing 
but splintered wood, broken plaster, walls 
burst asunder, and an indescribable scene of 
destruction. : 

The street was completely covered with 
the fragments of broken plate glass blown 
bodily out and shattered to atoms. 

Tie doors of the King Street Police Station 
were burst in by the blast of. air, and the de- 
tatchment present was prostrated. 

Broken timbers and masses of stone were 
sent flying into King street. 

People crossing at Parliament street were 
knocked down. 

A hansom and horse were flung across the 
sidewalk against the front of the Whitehall 
Club, in which the great plate-glass windows 
were driven in a shower into the rooms. 

Everywhere the greatest consternation 
prevailed. People poured out of their 
houses, the brokeh glass cracking under 
their feet. 

In the House of Commons the alarm was 
general. Many members left immediately. 
The lobby was emptied, and people rushed 
out of Westminster Hall. 

Some 200 police anda detachment of the 
fire brigade took possession of Charles 
street, and drew acordon around the build- 
ing, which no one but members of Parlia- 
ment and public officials were allowed to 
pass. 

As the alarm spread thousands flocked 
from all parts toward Westminster, and the 
most intehise excitement prevailed, the re- 
port rapidly gaining currency that the House 
of Commons had been blown up. 

No one tonight pretends to explain 


the motive or purpose of the act. 
It is ascribed to the Irish In- 
vincibles, as a matter of course, and 


is described as part of a Fenian plot, a threat 
and a warning to the Government. One 
thing only is, certain—it was a deed of 
frightful recklesness and atrocity, and only 
an inexplicable good fortune prevented it 
from being attended with the most serious 
fatality. 
Lonpon, March 15.—There was a terrific 
gas explosion in the Local Government 
Board offices, Westminster, at 9 o’clock to- 
night, destroying much property. 

The report was heard in the House of 
Commons, and caused alarm. 
The concussion was so great that it shook 
the side-galleries and reporters’ gallery. 
It being dinner-hour, few members of the 
House were in the hall. 
The Duke of Edinburg was in the Peers’ 
gallery, and seemed alarmed. 
The Speaker rang his bell, and asked the 
cause of the alarm. 
No one was injared, 
The wildest rumors were afloat. 
The report resembled the discharge of an 
eighty-ton gun. 
It is believed the explosion was caused by 
dynamite, and was a deliberate attempt to 
blow-up the Government offices. 

HARCOURT’S STATEMENT. 

The explosion being the subject of consid- 
eration in the Commons, Harcourt, Home 
Secretary, said he did not think it right to 
say anything about the matter until an of- 
ficial inquiry had been made. 
He had heard an attempt had also been 
made to blow up the Times office, but-no in- 


jury had been done. ° 
The explosion was heard ¢ a distan ce of 
two or three miles.

The police are mabtax an investigation. 

Officials think the explosion was caused by 
gunpowder or dynamite. 

Officers of the gas company declare they 
can find no evidence that the explosion was 
caused by gas. 

The force of the @xplosion shot large por- 
tions of masonry across the street. 

DARKNESS AND DANGER. 2 

The explosion was undoubtedly the work 
of Fenians. The adjacent streets are filled 
with myriads of ffagments of. glass, and 
heavy plate giass is lying in heaps on the 
ground. 

A stone weighing 200 pounds was pro- 
jected againas the King Street Police Station, 
making a hole the sizeof a man’s héad. 

Nothing will be. touched till the inquiry 
shali be made today. The full extent of the 
damage cannot be estimated till daylight. 

Five hundred constables are guarding the 
scene. 

The building has the appearance of having 
been bombarded. ; 

There isa deep trench ten feet by three 
in one room, the floor of which has been 
literally plowed. 

Two children sleeping in a house at the 
corner of King street were thrown from 
their beds by the foree of the explosion, and 
their faces badly cut, 

They were taken to the police station. 

Every pane of glass in the vicinity was 
shattered. 

Aman was arresfed at midnight on sus- 
picion of being concérned in the explosion. 

OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 

Harcourt has had a conference with the 
Chief of Police, at which several witnesses 
were examined. 

The conclusion reached was that the ex- 
plosion occurred inside the room, and not 
outside the building. 

After the explosion the force of police at 
the Houses of Parliament was doubled. 

The Government @ffices and residences of 
the Ministers are stréngly guarded. 

COMMENT. 

The Times attaches litt#e importance to the 
explosion which océurred at its office. The 
canister contained only a small quantity of 
of powder. 

The Duily News sats: “Tt is of course 
obvious that the explosion was the result of 
a premeditated design. We are confronted 
with the fact that there are in London per- 
sons bold enough to act on the wildest coun- 
sels of O’Donovan-Kossa. It is impossible 
not to connect the quthors ef this outrage 
with certain phases Of Irish crime and the 
assasin press of Ameriea.”’ 

The Times says: “The Fenian answer to 
Gladstone’s speech @n the Land act is not 
long delayed. We are in the ‘presence of the 
first attempt of the dynamite pdfty to carry 
out the poliey of bringing the war into the 
heart of Londou. The explosion at our of 
fice occurred at 7:45 Wednesday evening, but 
the falling of the canister prevented any se- 


rious damage. We pave reason to believe 
the two attempts of/this Kind were by the 


same miscreants.”’

His Sfry of That Last Terrible 
Struggle with His Vic- 
tim. 


After a Hand-to-Hand Combat, 
He Only Fired in Self- 
Defense. 


Gontinued Excitement at Uniontown—The 
Verdict Denounced by the 
Citizens. 


Uniontown, Pa., March 15.—[Special. |— 
Sitting beside the fire in his mother’s house 
in German Township this afternoon N. L. 
Dukes told the story of the three minutes 
just before the killing of Capt. Nutt. -He 
was eleven miles away from the scene of his 
crime and his trial, and well removed from 
troublesome neighbors, The nearest dwell- 
ing-house was a mile away. A driving snow- 
storm that had set in during the day was 
blowing colder pon tne indignation of the 
people, and he could readily conjecture that 


the meeting tonight would not be 
very largely attended in such weath- 
er, He was at the home 


of his boyhood, with the mother who loved 
him. The verdict had been just what he ex- 
pected, he said, andin accordance with his 
own conscience, and as he basked in the 
blazing soft-coal fire he was feeling alto- 
gether in a more comfortable frame of mind 
than for many weeks. What occurred in 
Dukes’ room on that Sunday morning be- 
fore Christmas during the few minutes from 
the time the door closed behina Capt. Nutt 
until if was first opened by Breckenridge, 
Feather, and the colored porter, Wiliiams, 
has until now been wrapped in mystery. 
No ene knew what purpose Capt. Nutt 
declared to him in seeking him, what words 
passed between them, or who began the 
struggle that ended in tne death of one of 
them. A sound of scuffling, heard by the 
men outside the door, and smothered cries, 
have been the only index to all this. Capt. 
Nutt died without a word. The law barred 
his slayer from the witness-stand. Now that 
the trial is over and twelve men have been 
found who hold him guiltless, he does not 
object to telling the story, although he did 
not courtits publication.”’ 
A DEADLY STRUGGLE. 

**T was sitting by my fire that morning,” he 
said, ** when there came a knock at my door. 
I called out, ‘Come in,’ thinking it was the 
porter of the hotel. The door did not open 
immediately, and | arose and went to it. I 
had my hand upon it when it opened, and I 
saw Clerk Breckenridge and the porter Will- 
iams.

| A MURDERER’S FUTURE. 

Of his future movements, whether he 
would goto Harrisburg and attempt to se- 
cure his seat, to continue his practice at the 
bar, or quietly drop out of the neighbor- 
hood and seek obscurity in some place where 
his face is unknown, he would not speak, 
otherwise than to say he would rest at his 
mother’s house for a few days.

is one of the most substantial farmers and 
sheep-raisers in Fayette County. His .big 
square house of pressed brick stands upona 
gentle rise of ground on the eastern side of 
his farm, a small principality of a thousand 
acres stretching west a mile to the banks of 
the Monongahela. Mr. Struble is a very re- 
spectable and respected man in the com- 
munity. He is widely known as the advocate 
for years of alaw compelling coal operators 
to support the roofs ot their mines with iron 
aire. Here he brought his wife. the 
Vidow Dukes, from her home in Ohio, when 
the now notorious member of the Dukes 
family was but a child. Mrs. Struble isa 
plain country woman, apeaconcy about 55 
years old. She has two children by her sec- 
ond marriage, and one other son by her first 
husband, a decent-looking young farmer 
who came from Ohioin time to be present 
on the last day of his brother’s trial. 


HIS PRESENT SURROUNDINGS. 


The only building in sight from the house 
is Gilmore’s old stone mill, in the hol- 
low about half a mile away, where 
Nichotas probably used to ride barefoot with 
the family grist. The nearest dwelling is the 
old home of Sheriff Hoover, the man who 
would have hanged Dukes had he been con- 
vieted of murder in the first degree. He 
used to bear him on his back to the little 
school-house at the cross-roads. Dukes was

the residence of the late Capt. Nutt, where

Cleliandtowh, to this home of his mother, 
where he now remains.

Atten- 
tion was not always paid to the recommenda- 
tions of Postmasters because they often had 
a personal motive. : 

The inquiry into.the schedule upon this 
route was pashed to some length. 

The witness said he did not know that the 
expedited schedule would result in bringing 
mail to Rawlins two hours too late to con- 
pect with other mails. He did not believe 
such was the case, or, if it was, it had been 
the mistake of the corresponding clerk, 
whose duty it was to look after such thins 
with particularity. The schedule was only 
fixed by the Second Assistant pro forma. 

The peculiarities of the St. Charles-Green- 
horn route were next inquired into, the testi- 
mony being technical in character and relat- 
ing to the correction of errors of advertise- 
ments and schedule. 

The route from ‘Trinidad to Madison was 
next taken up and thoroughly examined. 
Raton had been put oh that route, the wit- 
ness said, to give it direct communication 
with the county-seat. 

NOTHING IMPOSSIBLE FOR BRADY. 

In connection with the Garland-Parrott 
City route, Bliss called the witness’ attention 
to a Postmaster’s letter protesting that the 
pagposse fifty-hour schedule was impossible. 

The witness replied positively that nothing 
was impossible in that direction. If men and 
horses enough were used it could be done. 
That was the contractor’s business, not his. 
The assertion was ridiculous on its face. 
The witness presumed he had notconsidered 
the productiveness when he increased that 
service. The witness did not always seek to 
verify the statements made in the petitions. 
and their indorsements. When they came 
to him from responsible persons, he pre- 
sumed they spoke the truth. 

Bliss inquired if the witness remembered 
the orders connected with the Dalias-Baker 
City route. 

Ile answered that he had an indistinct rec- 
ollection of such orders. He had made or- 
ders in connection with over 10,000 star 


routes. 

Mr. Bliss—Orders for expedition and in-

Mr. Bliss—Then you assert that eighteen 
or nineteen of the routes were expedited at 
less than pro rata? 

Mr. Brady—1 do, and will show it to you. 
We had a general rule for .expedition. We 
calculated that first-class service in the West- 
ern country was worth about $20 a mile, de- 

nding on the character of the country, and 
tshoula not exceed $30. These nineteen 
routes will show an average of less than $30 
per mile.”’ ° 

The witness assumed that contractors’ affi- 
davits were trne—that they had not com- 
mitted perjury. The only means he used to 
sprove them was by a general rule allowing 
so much a mile, according to the section of 
country where the route lay. He denied 
that there were errors manifest upon the 
face of the affidavits, or that they were ab- 
surdly at variance with the results. 
not remember anything about two aflidavits 
in one case. 

Mr. Bliss pointed out an instance. 

The witness said the result, as shown by 
proportion, would be the same in either case, 
although the figures were different. 

Mr. Bliss—Can both be true ? 

The court—You are as good a judge of 
that as he. 

An affidavit signed by John Dorsey was 
shown in a case where he was not a cab-cos- 
tractor. ; 

The witness said he did not remember tak- 
ing any steps to ascertain if Dorsey wasa 
sub-contractor. The jacket did not show 
that. It appeared to be regular, and the case 
haa been made up by Turner, acareful cor- 
responding clerk. ‘The jacket should 
have shown that fact If Dorsey 
was. not the subcontractor it would 
have been a mistake on the part of a clerk. 
The witness would not assume aman wasa 
scoundrel because he was a contractor. He 
assumed they were honorable wen. 

“Then you assumed their statements were 
true because they were contractors ?”’ 

Mr. Brady—I assumed their statements 
were true so far as they knew. At thesame 
time, | used my own rule as a guide. 

Bliss askea why the ‘Toquerville-Adairville 
route had been expedited to thirty-three 
hours.

DANENHOWER. 


An Interesting Interview with thd Are- 
tie Explorer. 
Burra.to, N. Y., Mareh 15.—[Special.}— 


| Lieut. John W. Danenhower, the celebrated 


Arctic explorer, reached Buffalo yesterday 
en route for Erie, where he lectured tonight 
on the subject of “ Arctic and. Siberian Ex- 
perience.”’ The Lieutenant still: wears 
goggles, but aithough his left eye is perma- 


} nently impaired, he claims his sight is much 


improved. Your correspondent first ques- 
tioned him concerning the fate of the Chipp 
party. 

* At first,” said the Lieutenant, * I was in- 
clined to believe the report circulated re- 


garding the discovery of records of the Chipp | 


party by the artist West. 1 have heard West 
well spoken of, | and know that he 
comes of a  gpod family. - There 
has been ample time, however, to prove the 
truth of the story. No inquiry has been 
made in Paris to discover whether West 
madesuch a journey as represented. On 
the whole, 1 have reached the conclusion 
that the story is a hoax, and that Chipp and 
his brave comrades met their fate long ago.” 

Lieut. Danenhower then reviewed the 
story of the storm in which the three boats 


were separated and the subsequent advent- 
ures of the survivors. He spoke highly of 
his associates, and bestowed much praise on 
Jerome Collins, the New York Herald cor- 
respondent, who accompanied the expedition. 

“What are your views regarding the exist- 


enee ofan open polar sea?’ was the next 


question asked. . 

‘I think there is no evidence of an open 
polar sea. All facts tend to prove that the 
polar basin is interspersed with islands, like 
a series of stepping-stones. it is well known 
thatthe Siberian reindeer have been found 
on the Island of Spitzbergen. These deer 
have the brands and markings that are used 
in Siberia, and many people, including my- 
self, think they reached Spitzbergen by way 
of a system of lands which form the stepptng- 
stones l have mentioned. We have found deer 
on the island north of the Asiatic coast; and 
to get there they had to’ journey at least 100 
miles over the ice. The vast accumulanons 
of ice that drift out of the polar basin each 
year must leave large water spaces: but, as I 
said before, there is no evidence of an open 
sea. Again, the ice brings down large quan- 
tities of earth and stones, showing it has 
been in contact with land in many places.” 

‘**liow near were ¥on to the pole?”’ 

*We were twelve degrees and eighteen 
minutes, or about 738 miles from the pole one 
week after the Jeannette was crushed and 
sunk, we having lost twenty-seven miles by 
the drift of the ice.”’ 

“Will other expeditions be dispatched to 
discover the pole, in your opinion?” 

“Yes, they will doubtless be sent out until 
the curiosity of the world is satisfied and the 
north pole is discovered. Of course, they 
may not be successful until flying machines 
are invented.” 

“Do you think the discovery of the pole 
would be of any great scientific im- 
portance? ”’ 

* Tam confident it would be of no benefit 
to the world from a commercial standpoint. 
lt is true we would know more about the 
distribution of land and water, but the best 
scientific results would be obtained by per- 
manent observatories atcertain fixed stations 
within the Arctic cirele, where meteorologi- 
cal study may be carried on.”’ 

“ Then you approve of the system of cir- 
cumpolar stations, like the one established 
by Lieut. Greeley at Franklin on do you ?” 

“ Yes, I believe in a comprehensive sys- 
tem of such stations, from which sledding 
parties may operate and also small, fast 
steamers, which may take advantage ot open 
seasons and push to the north with good 
chances of success,”’ 

**Do you want to go north again, Lieuten- 
ant?” queried the reporter. 

“T am not anxious,” was the reply. “I 
know when [ve got enough. But I would 
like togo up in Siberia, among the ‘ Tun- 
guses,’ who rescued us, and I think of doi 
sosome day. I like to talk of going any way.” 

“Speaking of Siberia” said the reporter, 
‘“*what do you think of the plan for bringing 
the bodies of De Long and his companions 
to this country ?”’ 

* The idea is a good one, but the carrying 
of it out will cost somebody a respectable 
fortune.

GRANTS AND INDEMNITIES. 
EFFORTS OF THE STATE OF KANSAS TO 
PREVENT A ROAD FROM GETTING MORE 

LAND THAN WAS REALLY GIVEN TO IT. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., March 15.—[Special.] 
—The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Com- 
pany has recently filed its application for the 
last installment of lands due to it from the 
Government under its grant. These lands 
are contigueus to the last twenty miles with- 
in the State of Kansas, and are situated in 
the extreme Western portion of the State. 
Before issuing the patents the Conmnnission- 
er of the General Land-Office certified to the 
Secretary of the Interior certain questions of 
law growing out of former issues ‘of 
patents. These questions related to the 
so-called indemnity lands granted 
to the company in lieu of 
other lands which it had lost from its grant 
by homesteads, reversions, etc. These ques- 
tions are now pending before the Secretary 
of the Interior. Ex-Gov. Crawford, a resi- 
dent here and the agentof the State of Kan- 
sas in various matters, objects to the issuing 
of any more patents to this road, for the rea- 
son that, if the railroad company fails to get 
the lands, these lands become public lands, 
and the State will be entitled to 5 per cent of 
the proceeds of the sales. The State 
Agent is -himself also entitled to a 
certain percentage upon any claims 
which he may recover from the General 
Government for the State. Gov. Crawford 
today filed his brief upon the subject with 
the Interior Department, and George R, 
Peck, General Solicitor of the road. is here, 
expecting to join issue on the matter, but 
owing to illness of Assistant Attorney-Gen-

‘These wire rods when of iron, however, fall 
also within another enumerated class of 
manufactures of iron as follows: Round iron 
in coils or rods, less than sevei-six- 
teenths of an inch in_ diameter, 
and bars or shapes of rollea_ iron 
not especially enumerated or provided for in 
this act, one and two-tenths of one cent per 
pound. The new law provides in another 
place that, if two or more rates Of duty 
should be applicable to any imported article, 
it shall be classified for duty under the high- 
est of such rates. Unless it shall be, held 
that the words “not especially enumerated 
or provided for” in the second provision 
quoted exclude therefrom the articies enu- 
merated in the first provision quoted, the 
Treasury will probably decid@ that, instead 
of six-tenths of one cent per pound, tron wire 
rods must pay one and two-tenths per pound 
a difference of $13.44 per ton, or exactly 100 
percent. In the case of steel wire rods it 
seems probable that, if valued at less than 
four cents per pound, they may be required 
to pay aduty of 45 per cent ad valorem in- 
stead of 6-10ths of one cent per pound. If so 
the duty on a ton of steel wire rod Valued at 
3\¢ cents per pound would ainount to $35.23 
per ton, instead of $13.44 per ton, a difference 
of $21.54 per ton.

PENSION SHARKS. 


DIFFICULTY OF PROTECTING THE ‘SOLDIERS 
FROM THEIR OPERATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.—|Special. | 
—After all the preeautions taken to prevent 
it by a number of Congressmen and by the 
general denunclitions ef the press the cun- 
ning and ever-active pension-claim agents 
succeeded in securing a clause to further 
their business in the new Pension bill in- 
creasing the rates of those who have Jost an 
arm orafoot. The original clause, inserted 
tor the bevelit of these agents, provided that 
there should be an increase of pensions to 
those who had lost a hand or a foot, or to 
those who had suffered an equal disability. 
The claim agents’ work would come in on 
collecting evidence to prove equal disabili- 
ties, andthus a wide door was opened for 


fraud. Under the criticisms of the press 
this was struck from the bill. Later, how- 
ever, a clause was put into the bill providing 
that all who were “otherwise so disabled as 
to render their ineapacity for manual labor 
equivalent toa loss of a hand or a foot”’ 
shall be entitled to the increase given by the 
bill. It is understood that the pension agents 
of this city are now _ flooding the 
country with eirculars offering to un- 
dertake to prove up  ecelaims under 
the new act. The Commissioner of 
Pensions is doing all he can to guard the 
pensioner from the rapacity of these agents. 
Among other means acircular is being ad- 
dressed to all known to come within the 
clauses covered by the law, in which he 
SaVs: 

Inasmuch as the said act bas immediate effect 
upon such admitted cases as have been adjudi- 
cated at the rates of $24 and $18 per month re- 
spectively, no formal application by the bene- 
liciary is necessary to be made other than to for- 
ward to the Comwmissiofer of Pensions 
the pension certificate, accom panied 
by a letter stating in the hand- 
writing of the pensioner bis present post-office 
address. Assoonas possibie after the receipt 
of the pension certificate aforesaid, the Com- 
missioner will reissue to bim a_. certifi- 
cate for the new . rate, and will for- 
ward the same to the proper Pension Agent 
‘to inscribe the name of such peWsioner on 
tbe roll at the increased rate, and to maketo the 
pensioner the proper payment. In the case of 
amputation the Certilicate wili be reissued with- 
out any further medical examination. The in- 
tervention of an agent or attorney in such ad- 
mitted cases as are affected by this act being 
unnecessary, will not be recognized.

THE NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The National Board of Health is closing its 
headquarters, Congress having failed to make 
any appropriation. The members of the 
board predict, however, that they will be 
treated with very much more consideration 
by the next Congress, with which they think 
the Marine Hospital Service will have less 
influence.

Mr. Julian said: “Another advantage 
ned by tne railroads had its origin in an 
opinion given by Attorney-General Black in 
, when the railroad companies were 
anxious to obtain certified [ists of weir lands 
before they had been earned., Mr. Black 
held that these lists were simpfy in the na- 
ture of information from the records of tne 
department, and that he could see no objec- 
tion to issuing them to any person who de- 
sired to make 4 proper use of them, just as 
any other information would be fur- 
nished from the records; and that they 
uid have no _ influence on the title 

‘to the lands. Under this opinion the 
department issved the certified lists as re- 
vested; but in May, 1880, the Secretary of 
the Interior decided that when any of his 
ecessors have certified lands under rail- 
road grants their acts are final and conclu- 
sive and binding upon hini as their successor. 
He further held that a complete ‘legal title 
was conveyed by sugh certified lists, and that 
the latter were in all respects equivalent to 


patents. ”’ 


This, says Mr. Schurz, could haveSbut one 
meaning—that certified lists of lands issued 
without the lands being earned by the rail- 
road companieg merely in the nature of in- 
formation, without apy intention of carrying 
title thereby, were decided by him to have 
conveyed to the railroad companies complete 
Jegal title to the lands so listed. Mr. Julian 
could nét but know that this was false.

In conclusion the ex-Secretary saysif Mr.

Mires. Mary E. Triplett. 

Intelligence was received in this city yes- 
terday of the death of Mrs. Mary E. Triplett 
at the residence of her son in Arkansas, 
whither she went three months ago for the 
benefit of her health. For _the last seven 
years she had resided in this city with her 
daughter, Mrs. J. B. Hinman. Deceased was 
born at Fort Johnson, N. C., June 21, 1825. 
She was the daughter of Maj. Samuel Spotts, 
of the regular ariny, who was at the time of 
her birth commanding the post, and was su bse- 
quently for many years Surveyor of the Port 
of New Orleans. Her only brother, Rear- 
Admiral Spotts, of the navy, died suddenly 
on board the flag-ship Shenandoah at the 
Falkland Islands March 9, 1882, he being at 
the time in command of the South Atlantic 
Squadron. Mrs. Triplett leaves eight chil- 
dreu, four of whom—Mrs. —— T. Shep- 
herd, Mrs. J. B. Hinman, Mrs. Valentine 
Scheiber, and Louis ‘Triplett—reside in this 
city, two in Kentucky, one in Missouri, and 
one in Arkansas.

CLEVELAND, O., March. 15.—[Special.]— 
The Rey. James Vincent Conlan, one of the 
oldest priests of the Diocese of Cleveland, 
and widely known and respected throughout 
Northern Ohio, died tonight at the Charity 
Hospital, of exhaustion, He was 63 years of 
age, was born in Mohill, County Leitrim, 
Ireland, Sept. 27, 1820. Ile came to the United 
States when a boy, studied theology at Cin- 
cinnati, and was ordained at Akron by Arch- 
bishop Pureell in 1847.

Ann’s, Fremont; and St. Patrick’s, Cleve- 
land, He wasasingularly pure and genial 
man, an eloguent preacher, and a leader 
among the Catholic clergy of the Cleveland 
Diocese. The funeral services will be held 
next Monday morning.

THE MANKATO TRAGEDY. 


Farther Details of the Loves and 
Troubles Which Led te the Shoot- 
ing. 

Sr. Pavut., Minn., March 15.—[Special.|— 
Investigation in St. Paul discloses ‘an in- 
teresting and romantic prolog to the Man- 
kato tragedy. The partiesto the affair are 
ail Germans, and have only been in this 
country a little ovg@g six months, with the ex- 
ception of the gi father, who separated 
from his wife several years ago and came to 
Minnesota, leaving his daughter behind in 
the care of her grandfather. It shortly be- 
came evident that she had been intimate with 
some member of the opposit sex, and her 
grandfather, refusing to have anything 
more to do with her, sent her to 
live with her father in America. 
The man who had found favor with her, 
and who was the undoubted father of her 
child, was Winterer, and he, finding where 
his girl nad gone to, packed up his effects 
and followed her, arriving here about one 
month later, and taking up his residence in 
St. Paul, where he worked at his trade of a 
barber at Hoffinan’s shop on St, Peter street. 
Three months ago the girl, Louisa Levi, 
was delivered ‘of the infant which had 
caused her so much trouble in the old coun- 
try, but it died shortly after birth. A contin- 
ual correspondence was kept up between the 
parties, and several attempts were made to 
elope, but they were frustrated by the old 
man, who kept a strict surveillance over his 
daughter, and also kept himself posted as to 
the whereabouts of Winterer through other 
parties. It was finally understood that she 
was to run away from home and meet him 
here in St. Paul on Friday last, and he 
staid at the depot all day waiting fur the 
train to’ bring in his expected bride. She 
failed to materialize, andin the evening he 
received a letter from her stating that 
her father had ‘found out about the 
affair, and asking him to come to Mankato. 
In the letter she stated thatif he could not 
steal her away from her father she wanted 
him to shoot her, as she loved him so much 
she was willing to die for him. Winterer, 
according to the statement of his friends in 
St. Paul, had already become half crazy over 
the girl and his various defeats in. attempt- 
ing to get her, and he resolved to carry her 
wish into execution. He showed thé letter 
to A. Bower, living on Wabasha street, and 
asked the loan of his revolver, which was of 
course refused. Lie then went down: tuwn 
and bought at Burkhardt’s a five-barrel 
“*bnildozer,” andon Saturday at 2 o’clock 
started for Mankato, tully determined on 
the course heshould pursue. Before leay- 
ing, however, he bid good-by to Mrs. Bower 
and a few of his friends, and said that would 
be the last time they would ever see hiin 
alive, indicating to them his intentions.

good government, the proper regulation of 
saloons, and the protection of life and prop- 
erty justifies the belief that what is done will 
be well done, If the meeting shal! prove to 
be, as it is intended it should be, a thorough- 
ly non-partisan gathering, representing in its 
constituents the best element of the city, re- 
gardiess of condition, creed, politics, or 
nationaljty, its effect upon the pending 
municipal election will be great. Jt must 
not fall short of this ideal, for if 
it shall do so the result will be in- 
jurious. Meetings, resolutions, published 
calls, signed by however large a number of 
good citizens, do not catry elections. It de- 
mands a popular uprising, such as that which 
in the fall of 1875 sent 4,000 men to Farwell 
Hall, or that which a few months later 
impelled ten times that number of taxpayers 
to gather at the Exposition Building to pro- 
test against the South Town frauds, to give 
assurance of victory te the new movement. 
The enemy is strongly intrenched, and it 
will take hard, earnest, conscientious work 
to secure the success of the proposed reform. 
Saturday night’s meeting, at the best, will be 
but a symptom of the public feeling, and it 
remains with those who as taxpayers and 
good citizens are directly interested in the 
maintenance of good order and the enforce- 
ment of law to make it a success: By their 
attendance and participation in the proceed- 
ings they can demonstrate their earnestness 
in the cause, and this once assuréd the work 
will be more than half done.

AN ALARMING ‘SPEECH. 
The brief speech of Mr. C. H. Adams at 
the business-men’s conference on the occa- 
sion of the indorsement of Mr. R. T. Crane’s 


‘nomination to the Mayoralty is worthy of 


much more than passing notice. Said Mr. 


Adams: 


Gentlemen, we are whder the control of the 
thieves and sanabaggrers: we are ridden and 
overridden by them. We cannot safely pass 
through our streets at night. We cannot feel 
that it is safe for our wives to be in the streets 
in the daytime. Our étreets are lined on both 
sides with saloons, and these saloons dominate 
both parties. A good deal has been said about 
the economical Administration, but it is a fraud. 
tam sick of economy that breeds pestilence, 
that fills our streets with mud, that makes them 
running streams of filth and disease. 


“ Important if true,” may be said of these 
statements, Nobody disputes their truth ; and 
their truth involves a confession of adminis- 
tration which is a disgrace to civilization. 
Streets pervaded by robbers and lined on both 
sides by saloons! And in many instances the 
saloons create the robbers and then furnish 
them with victims. For fifty dollars a year 
the saloonkeeper is licensed to harbor ruf- 
fians and authorized to make men drunk that 
they may become a more easy prey to ruf- 
fianly assaults. Mr. Adams declares that the 
pretense that Carter Harrison’s Administra- 
tion is an economical one “is afraud.” He 
declares that it is an economy that breeds 
filth, and mud, and pestilence. This propo- 
sition is indisputable. There is no economy 
in pestilence. There is no economy in stag- 
hant pools of mud, because they breed pesti- 
lence. For the economy of Mayor Haffi/ 
son’s Administration which permits filth to 
accumulate in the streets and alleys of Chi- 
cago the people of Chicago must in the end 
pay a costiy price in the form of ghastly 
bills of mortality. 

There are 4,000 licensed and 2,000 unlicensed 
saloons in Chicago. There are not more than 
600,000 inhabitants in the city—men, women, 
and children, Hence there is one saloon for 
every 100 persons! lt is a monstrous show- 
ing. It does not prove that all- the men, 
women, and children in Chicago drink whis- 
ky to excess, or drink it atali. On the con- 
trary, when it is considered that only a small 
proportion of the inhabitants of this city 
ever enter a saloon, it shows that.a very large 
proportion of 6,000 saloons must derive a 
share of their sapport from other sources 
than lquor-selling. Hence the remark al- 
ready made that “the saloonkeeper is li- 
censed to harbor ruffians and authorized to 
make men drunk that they may become a 
more easy prey to ruffianly assaults.”’ 

But this is not all, nor is it the worst. Last 
Saturday Tur Trinunr published a map of 
“ The Levee ’’—a half mile square of territory 
near the business centre of Chicago—show- 
ing in that space 225 saloons. That map 
also shows nearly 100 houses of prosti- 
tution, and in almost every instance the sa- 
loon and the house of prostitution are one 
and the saine institution! ‘The saloon robs 
the man who enters it of his senses, and the 
prostitute robs him of hia money. It will 
not do for Mayor Harrison to say that the sa- 
loon is not licensed for purposes of prostitu- 
tion. It is notorious that the door of the sa- 
loon of the class described is equally the 
door of a house of ill-fame; and the fact that 
the saloonkeeper is not deprived of his license 
is evidence that, practically, it covers and 
sanctions another business. - 

‘Mr. Adams well says that the pretense that 
the éxistine administration of the City Goy- 
ernment is economical “is afraud.” No de- 
gree of economy can excuse the shame and 
disgrace of the blackness of darkness which 
has settied ov wn upon that half-mile square 
of Chicago territory known as “ The Levee.” 
Chicago can no more be pure with that tes- 
tering sore at its centre than the stream 
which proceeds from a sewér. There is not 
in any city of the civilized world a spot more 
prolific of erline, disease, moral pollution, 
and death than this half-mile square: of terri- 
tory in the heart of Chicago. Anditis under 
the eye of the Mayor and tinder the eye of his 
police. For four years this sink-hole of 
every form of iniquity, this plague-spot vpon 
the moral and physical health of Chicago, 
has been part and parce! of Mavor Harrison’s 

urisdiction. And during ali that time there 

not passed a motith in which it has not 
grown more debased and more vile. 

It #6és without saying that reform is not to 
be expected of an Administration which 
either will not or dare not even make the 
attémpt to suppréss open éxiiibitions of vice 
so exceedingly gross that citizens blush with 
shatie at the thought Of their existence in 
the midst of & civilized commutity. 

The people of Chicago will do well to pon- 
der thése things. The worst is not yet. The

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THE WEDDING AT TOKAY. 

The good sense which Judge David Davis 
has so conspicuousty shown during his career 
has beén again manifested, and upon an oc- 
casion when people are very apt to show very 
bad sense. There are two events in life 
which are usually singled out for displays 
of bad taste: the one whéh a partner is taken 
for life and the other when a person has de- 
parted from life. Neithef a marriage nor a 
funeral should gratify the public, so far as its 
curiosity is concerned. There is no reason 
why strangers or mere passing acquaint- 
ances, who are aptto be vulgarly inquisitive, 
should be allowed to intrude upon the 
privacy of a marriage or the solemnity of a 
funeral, and yet this is the theory upon which 
both are too often conducted in this country. 
They are made the occasions of vulgar, 
garish display on the one hand or of indis- 
eriminate publicity on the other, and the re- 
sult is, the oné is cheapened and the other 
intrudes upon private grief. 

The offense is the more conspicuous in the 

marriage ceremony. It is not only distaste- 
ful in itself, but it provokes a competition to 
sée which shall outdo the other and gain 
more notoriety by publicity in the newspa- 
pers. The beauty, grace, elegance, and re- 
finement which should characterize the cere- 
mony are all lost by exposure to the public 
gaze, and competition makes it cheap and 
tawdry. Judge Davis and his bride have 
taught the American people a lesson in this 
respect which ought te be heeded very seri- 
ously—namely: that privacy, elegance, and 
good taste in a wedding are not incompat- 
ible. It required some little maneuvering 
on the part of the Judge to escape 
publicity, but he accomplished it in 
& very good-natured way, and with- 
out offending any one. Every detail of 
the wedding was elegant, yet it was all in 
good taste. Few brides have had more brill- 
iant costumes or more gorgeous presents or 
could have made a more attractive show for 
a gaping multitude of curiosity-seekers and 
inquisitive gossips, few weddings lave been 
so pretty and tasteful, so hearty and com- 
.fortable, and cannot any one see that the 
brilliancy on the one hand and the comfort 
on the other were gre&tiy enhanced by the 
absence of Jenkins, Flora MacFlimsey, Mrs. 
Grundy, Paul Pry, the dudes, the gawks, 
and other social pests, and that it was possi- 
ble to have everything in good taste because 
those who always interfere with it were ab- 
sent? One cannot make a popular show 
without having the elements of popularity 
in it, and these are not always elements of 
teste and refinement. 

The narrative of the wedding as told by the 
correspondent of the New York Sun (and 
we may credit the narrator also with exceed- 
ing good taste) describes a scene that re- 
minds one of some of the weddings the fa- 
mous novelists have pictured, where hearty 
hospitality, unostentationus elegance, good 
cheer, and cordial welcome -ate combined. 
The singing of the birds, the fragrance of the 
flowers, the carriages rolling up the graveled 
drive, the negroes in their gay colors, the 
pine logs crackling and blazing on the hearth, 
the good Judge in hissnowy linen and Prince 
Albert, the bride in her modest but elegait 
traveling-suit, the simplé but solemn cére- 
mony, the congratulations and substantial 
breakfast, the handsome span ot grays im- 
patiently pawing for their generous load, 
their driver bolt upright with the dignity of 
the occasion, an efligy of surprising stateli- 
ness to the other negroes, the four-imile drive 
to the littie steamer, punctuated all the way 
with tossings ,of flowers, showers of rice, 
throwings of old slippers, and hearty salutes 
from people of all conditions, the arrival 
at the fussy little stern-wheeler, the tooth- 
some dinner spread foggthe hungry pair, 
* Capt. Smith, very digniff@d and very stern,” 
er course, and of course blowing up the 
roustabouts, who never worked so rapidly or 
so willingly before, the bride waving hér 
handkerchief, and the galiant groom, who 
had kissed all the ladies with judicial impar- 
tiality, waving his huge felt hat as the little 
fussy, wheezing, screeching steamer bore the 
newly-married pair away to their future 
home, make up a picture that Dickens or 
Thackeray would have liked to describe. 
How hearty, wholesome, and attractive it 
seems as compared with the glare and glitter, 
the shoddy and tinsel of so many of our 
high-life weddings, vying with each other 
in mere vulgar display! 

Itis anold, sad story how quickly the 
sparkle of these “‘flam’”’ weddings flashes 
out. Weneed anticipate no such fate to fol- 
low the wedding at Tokay, but can certainly 
look forwardto many years of happiness in 
the new home over which this lady, so ad- 
mirably qualified to shine eitherin private or 
public life, will preside. Good wishes. will 
attend her and her husband, whoisas good 
as he is big, all along their wedding journey, 
and no people will send heartier wishes and 
congratulations to the Bloomington home 
than the people of his own State, who, with- 
out reference to partisan feeling, have the 
highest respect for his honorable career. If 
all who share this feeling could greet the 
groom with their slippers when he arrives

A bill for its admission was 
introduced at the\recent session in both 
Houses of Congress, but it made little prog- 
ress, owing partly to the feeling of hostility 
against the equality of Senatorial representa- 
tion with the old States, and partly to the 
precedence which Dakota has taken. Gov. 
Newell, of Washthgton, in a reeent interview 
with a representative of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, also attributed the hostility to the 
bill to the ignorance of Pacific coast matters 
which prevails among politicians, and there- 
upon proceeded to state the astonishing re- 
sources of the great Territory, ignorance of 
which is by no means confined to politicians, 

When asked tipon what he based the 
claims of the Territofy as an applicant for 
admission Gov. Newell made an extremely 
interesting statement, some portions of which 
will be of intervst as showing the chatacter 
of one of the future great States on the Pa- 
cific coast. It has now 140,000 inhabitants, 
and in five years it is estimated it will reach 
250,000, its atea is immense, covering 70,000 
Square niles. This area is divided by the 
Cascade Range inw two sections. The west- 
ern contains millions of acres of timber land, 
covered with fir, pine, ¢edar, hemlock, and

_A Territory with sueh resources evidently 
has not long to wait before it will attain the 
dimensions of a State, while &s to its future 
greatness one can hardly hazard a conject- 
ure. The new Northwest is rapidly taking 
shape in the great Territories of Dakota, 
Montana, and Washington, and the seat of 
eupire will before many years be found in 
these vast areas of as yet undeveloped re- 
sources. ‘Those who fear that the popula- 
tion of the world is increasing too fast for ils 
size, and that its supplies will not be able to 
support mankind, would do well to gtudy 
the possibilities of these Territories, whose 


resources have as yet hardly been touched 


or even investigated. 


THE DEMOCRATIC DILE MA. 
Whatever the effect of we new Tariff and 
ax law may prove to be the Republicans 

will be relieved for a time from all responsi- 
bility for tariff legislation. ‘The revenue- 
reformers are far from satisfied with the con- 
cessions made in the new act, while the pro- 
tected classes manifested their discontent by 
strenuous efforts to defeat it at theJast mo- 
ment. On the whole, however, it is expect- 
ed that the operation of the new law will fur- 
nish a covlsiderable measure of relief to the 
people, and itis certain that in most of the 
manufacturing industries the new law will 
prevent the monopolists from robbing the 
public and overreaching themselves as they 


havé been in the habit.of doing whenever in- 


creased demand for consumption has war- 
ranted a “boom” in prices. The new sched 
ules fix alimitto prices at very nearly the 
present level, and they cannot be crowded 
up much higher without opening the door 
for the importation of foreign goods ofa 
competing grade. This condition will of it- 
self confer a great blessing upon the country. 

At the same time the new law falls short 
of the Democratic theory of ‘‘a tariff for 
revenue only,” and the new Democratic Con- 
gress Will be confronted with a renewal of 
the tariff agitation when it meets next De- 
cember. The presence of Mr. Frank Hurd 
alone will be sufficient to involve the Demo- 
crats in the dilema which such af agitation 
is sure to bring about. That gentleman 
made his fight for a seat in Congress as the 
champion of a tariff for revenue only, and 
he announces his determination to introduce 
on the very first day of the session a bill to 
reduce duties to that basis. Mr. Hurd is not 
to be easily “‘sat down upon.” He is an en- 
thusiast in tariff reform, and he has the 
legislative experience, the familiarity with 
the subject, and the oratorical attainments to 
secure a hearing for any project le may 
introduce into Congress. He will be backed 
up by Cariisle, Morrison, and others of abil- 
ity and earnestness, andjhe will be opposed 
by the Randall faction, and also by a certain 
class of Democratie managers who be- 
lieve it will be safer for the Democratic par- 
ty to avoid even a further discussion of the 
tariff question. Among the latter class Beck; 
of Kentucky, and Whitthorne, of Tennes- 
see, both men of influence in their party, 
have already expressed the opinion that the 
Democrats should let the matter stand as it 
is. Whitthorne says that the next Congress 
should pass the appropriation bills as quickly 
as possibie, avoid all irritating questions, let 
the tariff alone, and-adjourn. Beck says that 
the Democratic majority in the new Congress 
should restrict tariff legislation to the cor- 
rection of any mistakes or evils that may be 
found in the new Tariff act. The Democrat- 
ic representatives of the protected interests 


will be opposed to reppening the question 
F upon any pretext or in any manner. 


The first contest which this difference 
among the Democrats will precipitate will be 
over the election of Speaker. It is probable 
that the fight will be a bitter one and that it 
will leave many sore heads behind it what- 
éver the result shali be. The arge majority 
which the Democrats have in the new Con- 
gress will only serve to make the various 
factions more obstinate. If the Democrats 
controlled the House by a majority of only 
three or four votes, they would be inclined 
to bury their differences in order to make 
sure of Democratic organization; with a ma- 
jority of seventy votes, each faction will feel 
at liberty to contend for the supremacy. Mr. 
Morrison is reported as saying with great 
confidence that Mr. Rand§ll cannot be elected 
Speaker; butin this case the wish may be 
father tv thethought. Randall’sstrength, in- 
dividually and in his backing, must not be un- 
dérestimated. He will be supported by a 
combination of all the protected interests, 
and his past experience in Speakership cam- 
paigns Will-énable him to make the best use of 


the committee places and patronage directly 


and indirectly within control of the Speaker. 
In addition to all this, itis not impossible 
that Randall may suceeed in rallying the 
Southern Democrats about him even as 
against Carlisle and ‘the boom which Watter- 
son is working up for the latter. Randall 
has already deciared openly in favor of the 
total repeal of the whisky and tobacco 
taxés, to which Carlisle as arevenue-reformer 
is opposed. But free whisky and tobacco 
are likely to appeal to the average Southern 
sentiment much more powerfully than tariff 
reform, and Mr. Randall will probably not 
find it difficult to unite the protectionists of 
the Fast with the Southern advocates of the 
abolition of whisky and tobacco taxation. By 
such a coalition he can secure his election as 
Speaker, and also spike the guns of the rey- 
enue-reforinets, 

However the contest for the Speakership 
shall result the tariff fight wil! goon. If Ran- 
dall be defeated the protectionists will take 
alarin and organize stubborn resistance to the 
érusade against them which stich defeat will 
denote. If Randall be sticcessful 
reformers will persist in plaguing their vic- 
tots, if theyean do no more. The shape in 
which the tariff question will come up in the 
new Congress threatens to be especially per- 
plexing and irritating to the Demoerats. It will 
not be merely as toa revision atid equaliza- 
tion of tariff taxes. It way be assumed that 
all that has been fairly accomplished by the 
few law. The practieal issue henceforth 


will be upon a horizontal reduction of ail’ 


duties. The question Will be whether the 
average duties shall remain what they are 
under the new law or be cut down 10, 20, 30, 
40,50 per cent or more, Further tariff re- 


taritf- ;

DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 

It is most uvfortunate for Lreland that fam- 
ine should again have stricken her wretched 
people at a time when charity is likely to be 
diminished, at least in England, by the feel- 
ing of indignation which has succeeded the 
disclosures in the Phenix Park case. The 
horrible atrocity of that butchery, the sus- 
picion which has been thrown upon the 
Lahd-League that its funds were diverted to 
the support of the secret assasins who 
planned the murders, and the new suspicions 
aroused by Lady Florence Dixie that the 
trustees of the league funds have been mis- 
appropriating them, all tend against Ireland 
and her hopes of relief. And yet the situa- 
tion ig one which may well appeal to the 
charitable. The stories told by the parish 
priests and by the Lrish lady—known as the 
Nun of Kenmare—who has been a witness 
of these distresses, gre pitiable in the ex- 
treme. in the West of Ireland thousands of 
wretehes are subsisting upon seaweed, and 
have to fight with their animals to get 
enough of it to keep body and son) together. 
Of course they cannot subsist upon this un- 
healthy and unnourishing food but a short 
time. The Dablin Nation, March 3, says: 


The distress bas now reached such an inten- 
sity that several deaths from starvation have al- 
ready occurred, and that thousands of persons— 
men, women, and chiidren—are on the vere of 
death from the same fause, and are saved only 
by the hand of charity. Whoever doubts these 
allegations bas only to read che letters which we 
print in our correspondence columns today 
trom Catholic clergymen of the County Done- 
gui. Two of those letters speak specilically of 
cusses of death by starvation; all of them give 
such accounts of the manner in which the peo- 
ple of the distressed districts of Donegai main- 
tain life as are calculated to wring the beart of 
any ordinary human being With positive an- 
guish. The letters make plain one other fact— 
viz.: that the vicflms of famine in Donegal— 
and presumably elsewhere, too—are determined 
to die rather than go into the workhouse. “A 
Dublin contemporary of yours,”’ writes Father 
Gallagher, of Glencolumbkille, to us, * stated 
that | was preventing the poor people from 
going to the poor-house. This is utterly false. 
In a few extreme cases I actually advised them 
to go. The uniform answer was ‘that they 
would die ib their little cabins sooner than go 
there.’ They have an insuperable loathing for 
the poor- house.” 


This horrivle condition of things is not 
confined to the Donegal district. It is even 
worse in others, and there is little prospect 
that the English Government in its present 
temper will do much to relieveit. And yet 
these men, women, and children in the re- 
mote part of Lreland are innocént of any 
connection with murder in Dublin or out 
rages elsewhere. Even 
they are too busy keeping themselves from 
starvation to be engaged in agitation of any 
sort, and probably have as little knowledge 
of the political conspiracies against the Gov- 
erhment as they have of the laudable policy 
of the Land League. If charity does not 
come to their help they must suffer for the 
crimes of the murderous gangs in Dublin, 
and for causes with which they have 
had no more to do than the people of En- 
gland. Certainly thisis most unreasonable 
and unjust. Mr. Parnell .wisely and truth- 
fully said in his recent speech that England 
can govern Lreland by kindness, but never by 
cruelty or oppression. Thé lessons of cent- 
uries have confirmed the truth of his state- 
ment, and there is nota step which England 
could take today that: would make her more 
friends in Ireland than to come to the relief 
of these thousands of starving people in a 
section of, lreland which has had no hand in 
outrages or murders. ‘Their case appeals to 
charity. Will it be heard in England, or 
must America again come to the relief of 
these victims of English injustice ? 


OPPOSITION TO A BARBAROUS SYSTEM. 

There is good evidence that some of the 
Southern States are growing uneasy under 
the criticisms which have been passed upon 
the horrors and brutal cruelties of their con- 
vict-leasing systems. They are substantially 
the same all over the South, though. the 
abuses of the system have been most con- 
spicuous in Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
and Texas. The horrible details of the treat- 
ment of convicts in Alabama were reeently 
set forth in Tue Trunk, not as furnished 
from any Northern souree, which might be 
accused of prejudice and exaggeration, but 
from the biennial report of the Inspectors of 
the Penitentiary to the Governor. That re- 
port contained details of misery, hardship, 
and crueity {in the prison camps that wouid 
have challenged belief had they not been 
made officially by the Inspectors and con- 
firmed by the Warden, Physician, and Chap- 
lain of the penitentiary. Since their publica- 
tion and the indignant comments which have 
been made upon them there has been an 
awakening of public feeling in Alabama 
against the system. 

The operations of the system iu Texas have 
been almost as cruel as in Alabama, which 
may claim precedence in this new form of 
human slavery, infinitly worse than the old, 
but public sentiment in Texas is also begin- 
ning to be aroused against it. The ratifica- 
tion of the leases is now pending in the Leg- 
islature, and a strong opposition has Been 
organized, ‘Senator Terrell, in a recent 
speech, declared the system was unstates- 
manlike, irrational, inhuman, and bar- 
barous, and contended that it conflicts 
with the very idea of prison pfimhishmeént 
so far as it confiscates the labor of the 
convict as an article of traffic, and turns 
him ever to a master who takes him on pri- 
vate speculation, and who has no other inter- 
est in him than to make all the money 
he can out of his bone and muscle, 
He might have gone still further and added: 
“Without any care what becomes of that 
bone and muscle.” If a convict is worked 
to death, as often happens, his place ean be 
easily filled from the new recruits, for col- 
ored men are sent into Southern prisops for 
the slightest offenses and sometimes on 
mere pretexts. Under th® old form of 
slavery, when hen were owned, not leasea, 
there was at least the selfish interest in prop- 
erty which induced an owner to take such 
care of it as he would of an animal, lest he 
might lose it; but even this slight protection 
is Bot afforded the leased eonvict, whose ex- 
istence in the prison-camp isa hell upon 
eart® In the course of his speech Senator 
Terrell said: 


The law never nore for the sake of pun- 
ishment; that would be barbarous and inhu- 
man. It punishes only in — hope of reforma- 
tion, and to warn omer by oy Seowas the conse- 
quences ot crime. exas desires 
neither the death nor vportuve of any of ber 
citizens. However we nay warp her policy by 
speculative contracts, the te strikes only to 
reform, she punishes only to intimidate, and 
none of her eever demanded that mer- 
chandise should be made of her criminals. 


This statement is applicable ali over the 
South, and yet this is just what has beet 
done not only in Texas but in other South- 


erm States by legislative and Executive help |

GALLANT AND BELIACOSE EXPLOITS OF THE 
MAHDI IN THE SOUDAN.

The ex-boatbuilder of Dongola, now famous 
as the False Prophet of Central Afriea, is 
making terrible havoc not only among the 
Khedive’s soldiers, Dut also among the mer- 
ry wives of the Soudan. The False Prophet 
is evidently convinced that the world. is his 
own special oyster, which, with his sword, 
he is about to open. A Greek merchant re- 
cently arrived from Sennaar—about 400 miles 
southeast of Khartoum—aessures me that the 
False Prophet has been the cause of no less 
than 400 women being divorced ffom their 
husbands, and that duiting the past three 
years he—the False Prophet—hda@® become 
the happy father of over fifty children. 
Moreover, the Mahdi, in spite of his extraor- 
dinary fascination over) the fair sex, has ac- 
quired such supernatural ascendency over 
the minds of the sterner sex that injured 
husbands have not only begun to remarry 
their divorced wives, but now consider any 
sentiinentality or flirtation between the 
Mahqj and their own spouses to bea mark of 
divin® favor. The sentiments and conduct 
of the False Prophet teward unmarned 
females are strictly platonic. 

In reference to the warlike feats of the 
Mahdi, a letter written by an officer of high 
rank and dated Khartoum, Jan. 20, reached 
me this morning. The following is a trans- 
lation of a portion of this letter: ‘“‘ Every- 
thing here is in a downright mess. The 
False Prophet has again stirrad up ‘matters 
in the Sennaar, which we belived to have 
been finally quieted. The Governor-General, 
Abd-el-Kader Pasha, has gon® with all the 
troovs that can be spared from tlie 
Kordofan expedition to try now for the 
fourth time to quell the Sennaar revolt. Our 
troops afte thoroughly demoralized by the 
continued successes of the False Prophet, 
especially the surrender of the Egyptian gar- 
rison of Bara. The False Prophet is a native 
of Dongola, and his friends are getting upa 
revolt there. As Dongola is between Khar- 
toum and Cairo, and as Dongola is the start- 
ing point for the caravans from the Nile to 
Kordofan and Darfour, any outbreak there 
will be very disagreeable, and will cut off all 
telegraphic communication between Khar- 
toum and Cairo.

FOOLISH QUARREL OF COLUMBIA COLLEGE 


New York, March 15.—[Special.]—A fool- 
ish quarrel between two young law students 
has not only involved the participants in se- 
rious trouble, but also four friends who were 
silly enough to allow themselves to pe drawn 
into the affair. Five young men were 
brought before Justice Power, of the Fourth 
District Police Court, this afternoon to an- 
swer to the charge of attempted duelling. 
They were Robert Mahon of this city, Count 
J. F. Bellieni of Brazil, Marquis Matteo Fa- 
jardo of Porto Rico, residing in New York; 
Dr. Charles Cross, and George Alcott, also 
of New York. They are all students 
of the law or medical department 
of Columbia College, and were arrested by 
Capt. Clinchy and two detectives, as they 
were preparing to ascend to the elevated 
railroad station at Twenty-third street and 
Third avenne. ‘The offieers found a der- 
ringer dueling pistol on Count Bellieni, a 
loaded revolver on Mr. Mahon, a loaded re- 
yolver and avother derringer oh Marquis 
Fajardo. These young men were the first to 
meet at the corner, and a few minutes after- 
ward wete joined by Dr. Cross and Mr. 
Alcott. The party was just ascending the 
station-stairs when the officers, dressed in 
civilian’s clothes, arrested them, and they 
were immediately taken to the Yorkville 
Police Court, where they were joined 
by ascore or more of their fellow-students. 
On the way to the court-room Mahon 
acknowledged that the party was on its way 
to Berrian’s Island, on Bowery Bay, where a 
duel was to have been fought between him- 
self and Mr. Charles W. Smith.

THE SENATE. 
ROAD RACKET. 
SPRINGFIELD, lil., March 15.—[Special.]—The 


Senate got down to business again this morning 
- at the virtuous hour of half-past 9. No attempt 


was made to call up the Shaw bill, on which the 
body got up such a circus yesterday afternoon, 


and the first special order was tackled imme- . 


diately after the reading of the journal—vame- 
ly: Senator Fletcher's Road bill, amended and 
reported back by the Committee on Roads and 
Bridges—a printed document of twenty-five 
pages crammed with amendments to several of 
the details contained in the present Road law, 
with an attempt at consecutive arrangement ion 
the treatment of the various topics relating to 
one general subject. 
PAY YOUR TAX IN CASH. 

The first important chaage consists in doing 
away with the commutation of the roud tax by 
labor and compelling the payment of such tax 
in money. Heretofore this money has been ex- 
pended by locai oversvers; the bill puts its dis- 
bursementin.the hands of the Highway Com- 
missioners. Under this bill the money 1s col- 
lected in one tax instead of two, as heretofore. 
Under the present law the spring levy fails 
to reach railroad property; the new law makes 
but one levy, which reaches railroads as weil us 
other reai estate and personal property. 

A REDUCED TAX. 

The two taxes heretofore levied under author- 
ity of law bave amounted to 80 cents von the 
$100. The sew bill limits the entire tax to 6 
cents. Emergencies have heretofore been pro- 
vided for by a vote of the peuple at town meet- 
ings. The new bill authorizes the town officers to 
act in such cases, and provides for an additional 
levy of 40 cents to weet such emergencies. Tne 
biljaiso makes the Supervisor the Treasurer of 
the Commissioners, instead of placing the funds 
in the hands of one vf the Commissioners, pro- 
vides for the organization of the board, and pro- 
hibits the Commissioners from doing any busi- 
ness unless they meet as a board. 

TILE-DRAINAGHE. 

One of the most important provistens of the 
bill is that in regard totiie-drainage. Where 
tile are to be laid along a road the Commission- 
ers are authorized to contract with the owners 
of the land to la¥ larger tiles in order to drain 
the border fields or farms, the ouject being to 
make this drammage ,an outlet not ooly 
for the farms b for the border 
fields. The Dill also piiphibits the planting of 
willow-trees, which is considered fatai to tilime, 
and provides for the destruction of those al- 
ready pianted where it is proposed to lay tiles. 

THE LONG OF IT. 

It took the Secretary just fifty minutes to 
read the bill, after which tne farmers and law- 
yers of the Senate took a bandin matters, and 
tried to graft on some of their pet amena- 
ments. Two hours were thus employed without 
changing the bill in a single important particu- 
lar. It was finally left hung upon second read- 


-ing, while the Senate turned its attention to 


other business. 
INSURANCE. 

After another racket between Merritt and 
Rinehart, liberally tarded with references to in- 
surance lobbyists and retorts of the * you're an- 
other’’ stripe, the Senate agreed, much to Mer- 
ritt's disgust, to make a speviateorder for Tues- 
day morning of Senator Pondeg’s motion to re- 
consider the vote by which the Valued-Policy 
bill was passed the other day. 

SHAWNEETOWN RELIEF. 

The House Shawneetown bill, vith an amend- 
ment reducing the appropriation to $30,000, was 
taken up and passed. 

HORSE THIEVES. 

Senator Campbell's bill providing for the de- 
tection and apprebenusion of Horse-thieves was 
advanced to third reading. 

The desire to unload atresb grist of bilis be- 
cawe irresistible about this time, and a dozen 
proposed laws were thrown into the several 
committees’ hoppers. 

BRIBERY AND CORRUPTION. 
* Senator McNary offered one which is designed 
to stop bribery and currupwtion in elections. To 
do this, it provides for the testimony of * squeai- 
ers’’ and their exemption from indictment. 

Senator Clough jntroduced three rather im- 
portaat measures. 

TAX-TITLES. 

One compels holders of tax-titles to com- 
mence suit for possession within two years after 
they get their deeda. 

MILITARY CODE. 

Another amends the military code by redu- 
cing the term of enlistment,from five to tnree 
years. changing the grades of officers 80 as tu 
more nearly conform to regular army grades, 
and increasing the militia-tax froin one-tenth 
to one-seventh of a mill, with the object of rais- 
ing about $100,000 fer the militia annually. 

SALARIES OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

The third proposes to tx the salaries of 
County Commissioners at $3 a day, and provides 
that salary and mileage shall not exceed $1,000 

ver year. The bill is the outgrowth of several 
oud complaints against the present practice in 
Covk Coijnty, where the Commissioners draw 
$5 a da mileage, and insome cases have 
succeeded in miiking the Co@nty Treasury to 
the tune of $1,800 or $2,000 annually. 
CHICAGO MEASURES. 

Senator White introduced a couple of Dilis, 
one of which extends the licensi powers of 
City Councils 60 as to take in ** lumber dealers "’ 
and “lumber brokers.” The cther is simply 
Hildreth’s scheme to exempt Chicago from the 
2 per cent limitation in raising the revenue, and 
to enable it tu hte e6nough to complete 
the pew City Hall. ¥ é. 


STATE FAIR. 


Senator Merritt introduced a bill to locate the 
State F permanentiy at Springfield after it 
has bec id this fall in Chicago. 

CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

Senator Tubbs introduced a bill providing for 
acommission in each county—consisting of the 
Chairman of the County Board, Master in 
Chancery, Judge and Ulerk of the County Court, 
and Cierk of the Circuit Court—who are to select 
both grand and petit juries. The bill aiso dues 
away with the present practice of allewing the 
Sheriff, where necessary, to fill up a panel by 
summoning the bystanders, and empowers the 
commission in such cases to make a secood 
drawing from the jury tist. It also prescribes 
additional qualifications for jurors, whoare tu 
be men of “good” instead of merely “ fair’ 
character, of known intelligence, and more than 
ordinary experience in the practical affairs of 
life, and able to actually read and write the En- 
giish language.

WAREHOUSES, 

When the report of the Committee on Ware- 
houses was presented in tavor of the East St.

The minority reportis sayned by Billings, 
Cronkrite, Cariin, Thompson of Pe@ria, and Cur- 
tis.

CUURCH AND STATE. 

Quinn, of Peoria, editied@ahe House witb a vig- 
Orvuus speech of a religious character. The 
Committee on Public Charities had reported 
against his bill to have a Roman Catholic priest, 
appointed by the Governer, to visit the reform- 
atary and charitable institutions of the State as 
a visiting chaplain at a salary to be fi by the 
Board of Charities. The minority of, Me com- 
mittee favored the bill, and a muvotion 
was entered to substitute the minority 
for the majority report. This agye Mr. Quinn 
his opportunity, and he spoke fosome minutes 
very earnestiy in behalf of the motion. He was 
supported by Murray of Saneumon, O'Connell, 
uod Yancey, and opposed by Ewing and Coats, 
the latter urguing ayainst the billas a diserim- 
ination in favor of the Koman Catholic Church 
and contrary to the spirit of American institu- 
tions, no denominanon being debarred now from 
sending its clergymen to tne prisons. The de- 
bate continued until the hour of adjourn- 
ment, bringing out criticisms of the 
management of the prisons and the man- 
ner of the appointment. of chaplains 
tor the peniteatiaries. The minority report bad 
been signed by Yancey, Sevster, Wendelil, and 
Rowland. Finally Crafts offpred a resolution to 
recommit both reports to the committee with 
directions to prepare a bill opening the State in- 
“se mo game to all clergymen of every form of ‘re- 

igion. ‘ 

Mr. Morrison opposed the resolution as dan- 
werous, and said it would compel the enactment 
of a law abolisbing the statutes which bad con- 
trolled the management and discipline of the 
penal institutions of the State for all time, and 
admitting to them ministers of every faith, in- 
cluding the Disciplesof Buddha and the Latter- 
Day Saints of Utah. The House adjourned 
about this time, and the question was left undis- 
posed of. 


DAYS OF YORE. 


Annual Banquet of the Ladies and 
Gentlemen Who Remember that They 
Were Born in Maine. 

The Society of the Sons of the State of Maine 
gave their annual banquet lastevening at the 
Paimer House.

In 
deference, it is supposed, to the Maine law, no 
wine was drunk, but plenty of sweet cider was 
on the tables atthe commenvement, and little 
left at the close. 

The President, Edwin Lee Brown, made a 
short speech of welcometothe guests, regret- 
ting his inability to make an impromptu speech, 
ns his election had taken him too much by sur- 
prise. Hesaid that there should be more of 
these pleasant gatherings than there 
were in the past. The American people 
work too hard and need relaxation in meetiiig 
one another at the social board.

The Hon. Emery A. Storrs responded very 
happily when called on for aspeech. He did not 
claim to be a native of the State, but bad a good 
maoy kind words forit. Hetold a good many 
anecdotes of bis traveis in that State wheu on a 
political canvass, which kept the audience in 
roars of lauchter. ‘

SLEEPING-RABBIT. 


Details of His Death—Shot While Es- 
caping—Four Boliets in Mis Body. 
LirrLe Rock, Ark., Mareh 15.—[Speeial.] 


—From advices received yesterday from In- 


dian Territory it was the prevailing belief 
that Sleeping-Rabbit, a leading man _ in 


Speechee’s band of rebellious Creeks, who 
with others was captured last week, was 
“summarily” executed by Gen. Porter’s 
forces after he had been arrested, and that 


the Creek Indians were intensely excited 
over it. Intelligence received today on the 
subject gives the history of his death, and no 


doubt exists about its be correct, as it is 
the statement of Gen. Porter to United 
States Agent Tufts. 

From this statement it is learned that the 


whole party had been givena pres ex- 


amination before Judge Reed and two other 
Judges in Okmulgee. After hearing’ the 
case they decided to hold Sleeping-Habbit 
but release the others on condition of their 
taking the oath of allegiafice to the constitu- 
tional government. This they did and were 
released on the morning after. 

About 10 o’lock that day Sleeping Rabbit, 
who was confined in an upper rvom, asked 
permission to go out, which he was allowed 
to do, accompanied by two companions, fol- 
lowed by the guard, David Sizemore. When 
he reached the door he slammed it in the 
guard’s face and started to run; as soon as 
the guard got out he ordesed him to halt, 
but he did not, when Sizemore fired on him; 
but still he ran. He was fired on again by 
the guard, but this did not stop him, Again. 
the guard fired on him, with the same res a It 
At the fourth fire he fell with a bullet in his 
brain, and he expired in a few minutes. On 
examination of his body it was found that 
every shot had hit him, two of them being 
through the head. 

Sleeping-Rabbit was quite an old man, al- 
most in his dotage. He lived in the Chero- 
kee Nation, which led to the belief that he 
was a Cherokee citizen, but to United States 
Agent Swift he satd he was a Creek, and had 
come from the eastern country here. He 
had deen one of Speechee’s leaders and one 
of his principal- advisers. When the true 
state of the case is known by the Creeks the 
excitement caused by the report of his 
“summary ” execution will abate and the 
raucorous feeling allayed.

MICHIGAN WHEAT. 


Official Reports from 830 Correspond- 
ents of the State Hureau. 

LANSING, Mich.; March 15.—For this report 
returns have been received from 830 corre- 
spondents, representing 641 townships. Five 
hundred and twenty-two of these returns are 
from 376 townships in the southern fourtiers 
of counties 

Reports have been received of the quantity 
of wheat marketed by farmers during the 
month of February at 297 elevators and mills. 
Of these, 251 are in the southern four tiers of 
counties, which is about one-half of the 
whole number of elevators and mills in these 
counties. The total number of bushels re- 
ported marketed is 1,803,704, of which 440,389 
bushels were narketea in the first or south- 
ern tier of counties; 566,808 bushels in the 
second tier; 308,550 bushels in the third tier: 
370,084 bushels in the fourth tier; and 117,873 
bushels in the counties north of the southern 
four tiers. At thirty-eight elevators and 
mills, or 13 per cent of the whole number 
from which reports have been recelved, there 
was no wheat marketed during the month. 

The total number of bushels reported mar- 
keted in the seven months—August-February 
—is 9,562,733. 

It is probable that wheat has been consid- 
erably njured by water and ice since the Ist 
of February. During the early part of the 
month it was generally well protected by 
snow, but later the higher ng of the 
fields have been bare, and the lower and 
more level parts covered with water and ice. 
Here at Lansing the thaw began on the 12th 
and continued to and includ the lfith. 
During five days nearly two one-third 
inches of rain fell. The week following the 
i6th the temperature ranged from 8 degrees 
F. to 36 degrees F., followedon the 24th by 
mild weather and a heavy rain. On 28th 
of February and ist and 2d of M 
weather was mild, from the 2d 
very cold. On the 7th the thermometer reg-

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was fairly active yes- 
terday. The country orders were rather liberal 
and local calls for money*were numerous. The 
market was quoted stiff at 6@8 per cent, the 
average rate being about 7 per cent. 

The Ghicago bauk clearmgs of yesterday 
aggregated $6,900,000, bemg somewhat larger 
tban those of Wednesday. 

The interpal revenue receipts yesterday were 
$25,621, spirits paying $19,585, and cigars and to- 
bacco $4,221. 

Eastern exchange was easier at 50c discount 
per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was quoted dull at tho rates 
following: Posted rates on sterling were 451% 
and 484, with actual at 481 and 48345. English 
documentary, 4784@478\. French documentary 
was quoted at 526%, and German do at %3%. 
Bankers’ marks at 94% and 95, and bankers’ 
francs at 523% @520. | 

The New York stock market opened stronger, 
and turned weak, with a very dull clos- 
ing. The later tameness was 6uUp- 
posed to be due to a tightening of 
the money market, in New York and Boston, 
which led to the expectation that a good many 
securities would be forced on the market by 
parties obliged to realize. -The stringency has 
recently brought out a good many Government 
bonds. Itisexpected that stocks and genefal 
business will continue dull till money becomes 
easier. 

It was reported in Wallstreet that the Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, who is pow in 
charge of that department, .is opposed to any 
interference with the money market. A _ biock 
of $2,000,000 in Government bonds ié said to be 
held by a New York bank, and it is thought that 
a“call’’ would bring out some $3,500,000 the 
first day. 

The statement of Lilinois Central was gen- 
erally commented on very faverably in New 
York yesterday. 

Rock Island earnings so far this month show 
an increase of about 10 per cent. Central Pa- 
cific earnings for February decreased $297,000. 
The gross earnings of Jersey last year decreased

It is said the Missouri Pa- 
cific would have made the lease direct but for 
the law prohibiting the consolidation of parallel 
lines. The lease will probably be signed in 
April. New York business-men professto be 
surprised that Mr. Gould should allow an unpre- 
munerative line to be added to his Southwestern 
system, which he esteems so highly. He is said 
to have been dissatisfied with the management 
of the Wabash, and thinks this scheme will im- 
prove the property and put it on a paying basis.

Boston, Mass., March 15.—[Special.]~The 
stringency in the money market shows no abate- 
ment, and unless the Treasury comes to the res- 
cue there are no signs of immediate relief. But 
it will come in time. The gold from abroad 
now on its way will soon reach its appointed 
place afd strengthen the bank reserve, while 
already the outilow to the West has ceased, 
there now being little if any discount on East- 
ern exchange, while the Western money mar- 
kets are generally easy. But the prospect of 
reliet, when more or less remote, does not make 
tife situation any easier to bear. The key-note 
of the present beavy movement is found in the 
rates at the clearing-house, where the banks, 
which are obliged to borrow to meet the settie- 
ment of the balances against them, have to pay 
from 8 to 9 per cent, which was the rate today 
with the most of the transactions at 844 per 
cent. New York funds sold at a discount of 530 
cents on $1,000. Under the present condition of 
the money market rates are demoralized. The 
city banks, as a rule, are outof the market as 
lenders, except insofar as they may be uired 
to meet the wantsof their customers. These 
must be su — even if they have to borrow 
the money for the purpose, and rates in many 
coses must also be made to suit, but from 6 to 
64% per cent is still the ordinary rate to good 
customers. 

lo the outside market there is something do- 
ing in good paper at 6 to 7 per cent and upward. 
Factory paper is held at 5 per cent, but money 
is not easily found even at5% percent. Call 
loans are governed by the clearing-house rate, 
but are subject to special arrangement between 
lender aad borrower, rather than to any prevail- 
ing rate. The gross exchanges were $10,803,621 
and the baiances $1,039,464.

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were generally 
strong yesterday, with more business doing on 
the average, though it was irregularly distrib- 
uted. The situation seemed to turn chiefly on 
the stronger tone in wheat, which advanced on 
colder weather, with reports of poorer crop 
prospects here and a better export demand for 
wheat and flour. 

Provisions were strong early, then weakened, 
and turned up strong towards the end of the 
session. Locbaeass 74e higher, at $18.60 bid 
for May. closed 5c higher, at $11.57% bid for 
May, aud short ribs closed 2\4c higher, at $10 .10 
bid. Hogs were again firmer, with only a mod- 
erate supply, and shippers were said to be 
taking about all that were in suitable 
condition, while there was a better 

export demand for meats bere, about 1,100 boxes 
of different kinds being taken for that p 
These things, and the improvement in

There was very 
little demand at the prices asked, but holders 
were strong in sympathy with the advance in 
wheat. Bran and other coarse milistuffs were 
stronger. 

Wheat was active and quite strong. The mar- 
ket advanced 1%c, and closed 1X%c above the 
latest prices of Wednesday, at 1.06% for March 
and 1.12% for May. British telegrams quoted 
steadiness in London and Liverpool, but a firm- 
er tone in the country markets, while private 
advices represented the situation there as hing- 
ing directly on the tone of American news. Our 
receipts were smaller, and the news from the 
country, elsewhere referred to, tended to buoy- 
aucy. There was a good speculative demand 
here, though not for big bloeks, and it took all 
the offerings without exciting the market. Sellt- 
ers were more free as they could not see 
many buying orders from the country where 
wheat prospects are said to be the 
poorest: the buying was probably done mostly 
on Eastern account. Partiesin theftrade here 
had inquiries from Europe, understood to be 
pretty close to the market. No. 2 spring ad- 
vanced le in sympathy with futures, while the 
lower grades showed little change in prices. On 
the afternoon call the market was \c higher. 

Corn was rather quiet, but much stronger, ad- 
vancing and closing \c above the latest prices 
of Wednesday, at 5744 for March and 61% for 
May. The British markets were calied dull, and 
our receipte were considerably jarger, but did 
not show the improvement in inspection whfth s0 
many bave been looking for. There was a fair 
shipping demand, which sustained a rise of 
fully “%c in .the better grades, whiie 
rejected showed little change. There was & 
little outside demand for futures, but the 
strength of the speculative market seemed to 
depend chiefly on wheat, the trade being of the 
scalping order during tbe greater partof the 
session. Of course the bad news from the 
wheat fleids would not affect corn, except by 
sympathy, and the foreign delivery, due to re- 
cent large American shipments, naturally tend- 
ed to make the bears more bearish. It was un- 
derstood that today’s telegram from New York 
will show an increase of about 700,000 bu in the 
visible supply during last week.

Rye was tirm and lc higher, No. 2 selling at 
6344.@63\%c, with seller the month at 61%c, April 
at 614%@62c, and May selling at 674%@07%, the 
outside figures ruling in the latest transactions. 
Rejected was nominal at Suc. 

In barley nothing was done outside the sam- 
ple market, and track stuff moved very siuggish- 
ly. No. 2spot was nominally 78c and No. 3 at 50c. 

The dry goods and millinery houses report a 
fair order trade, Groceries were in moderate 
demand and generally steady. Dried fruits were 
rather quiet. Codfish declined, and Other brands 
were steady, being in rather light supply, with a 
moderately fair inquiry. Cheese was in small 
request, and butter was depressed under large 
offerings. Oils were steady, except lard oil which 
was quoted lower. 

Deaiers in broom-corn report a fair trade at 
the prices ruling for the past month. Eggs 
steady at léc per doz for fresh. In green fruits 
a good business is reported at quotations. Hides, 
grease, and tallow in light demand, the two liat- 
ter being markedly dug.

Telegrams received yesterday from parties in 
or communicating with points in Missouri, 
Southern Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, and Kentucky, 
stated that there. can be nodoubt of serious 
damage to the winter wheat, owing to recent 
unfavorable weather. It was, however, report- 
ed laterfrom Cairo that moderate rain fell in 
that section during Wednesday night, which 
was welcome. The latest news from Kansas is 
to the effect thata great deal of wheat land is 
being plowed up, the winds having uncovered 
the wheatand allowed it to perish. The news 
from California was also exciting. It said no 
rain has yet fallen there, and the crop of the Pa- 
citic slope, including Oregon, was set down by 
the guessers as not likely to be more than half of 
an average. Perhaps it was this “ news’”’ which, 
sent over to Eogiand, stimulated the better ex- 
port inquiry for wheat bere and flour in Mil- 
waukee. 

It was reported yesterday from Milwaukee 
that a sale of 10,000 bagsof flour,bad just been 
made there for export. The demand from Eu- 
rope would seem to be on the increase. The 
flour markets there have been quoted very dull 
for weeks past. 

Was it Samuelof Posen who was selling pork 
rigbt and left in this market yesterday? A rela- 
tive, perhaps! The reason for the selling was 
probably the receipt of advance news to the 
effect that the German prohibitory decree 
against the importation of American hog meats 
has been published, and will take effect April 
1l. Accordmg to that, the decree must hare 
been published last Monday, as it was not to 
take effect till thirty days after the date of issue. 
Strange that no one has heard of it before yes- 
terday.! 

The difficulty betwéen the Board of Trade and 
the Open Board of this city was rather widened 
than narrowed yesterday. A large gain of mem- 
bership by the latter institution was one of the 
results, and the laying of the foundation for 
possible trouble with the Cali Board was an- 
other. A good many people were asking yester- 
day for the reasons why the amicable relations 
between the two bodies were so suddenly dis- 
rupted. As the reasons were not stated in the 
official communications on the subject the an- 
swer could only be guessed at.

The Judge said be could very well see bow an 
ignorant man might believe himself to be the 
owner of the property under such circumstances, 
but he must be very ignorant if such fact was 
true in the present case, as the questions put to 
Mergen Were pretty pointed. The Judge said he 
could no doubt deal with the matter himself, 
but he preferred to let the State’s- Attorney dis- 
pose of it, and would therefore hold Mergen to 
the Crimiuai Court under $500 bonds. 


Alleged False Personation,. 

William Ashley was tried before a jury for 
falsely personating another man, and part of 
the evideuce was heard. It appears from the 
testimony thatin January, 188], a land-agency 
firm at Sanborn, O’Brien County, Ia., wrote toa 
man named William Ashiey in Chicago relative 
to some land owned by the latter in that county. 
The price offered by the firm was $800 for 160 
acres. No answer was received until November 
of the same year, when Ashbiey said he would 
take the amount offered, and the bargain was 
aiosed.

THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT,_DECIS- 

IONS. 


The following are the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Courtto which Secretary Teller 
reterred in the course of his statement. They 
are the gulde to the Exeeutive Department in 
the administration of the land-grant laws. The 
first and ruling ease is thas of Schulienberg vs. 
Harriman, 2ist Wallace, p. 44: . 

1. On the 3d of June, 1856, Congress passed an 
act entitied “An act granting public iands to 
the State of Wisconsin to aid in the construction 
of railroads in said State.”” That act grants to 
the State tor the purpose of: cunstructing a rail- 
road between certain specified points every al- 
ternate section of land, designated by an odd 
number, for six sectionsin width on each side 
of the road. The language of the tirst secnon 
of the act is,*“Tbat there be and is bereby 
gtanted to the State of Wisconsin’’ the lands 
specitied. The third section declares, ** That the 
said lands hereby granted to said State shall be 
subject to the disposal of the Legisiature there- 
of’’; and the fourth section provides in what 
manner sales shall be made, and evacts that if 
the road be not sompleted within ten years ** no 
further sales shall be made.and the lands un- 
sold shall revert to the United States.’’ The 
State accepted the grant thus made and as- 
sumed the execution of the trust. The route of 
the road was surveyed and a map or its location 
was flied in the Land Office at Washington. ‘Ine 
adjoining odd sections within the prescribed 


. limits were then withdrawn from Bale by the 


proper officers of the Government, and certified 
lists thereof, approved ty the Secretary of the 
lnterior, were delivered to the State. Subse- 
quently, on the 5th of May, 1864, Congress passed 
another acton the same subject entitied, **An 
act granting lands to aid in the coustruction of 
certain railroads in the State of Wisconsin.’ By 
its first section additional land is granted 
to the State upon the same terms and conditions 
as those cuntainedinthe previous act, fur the 
purpose of aiding in the construction of the 
road between certain points designated in the 
act of 1856, and the last act extends the time for 
completing the road for five years. This road 
has never been constructed, nor any part of it, 
and the time for its.construction bas not been 
extended since 1864. Nor has Uongress passed 
apy act, nor have any judicial proceedings 
been taken to enforce aforteiture of the grants 
for failure to conStruct the road within the 
period prescribed. Held: 

(a) That the act ot June 3, 1856, and the first 
section of the actof May 5, 1864, are grants in 


present, and passed the title to the odd sections

2. Uniess there are clauses in a statute re- 
straining the operation of words of present 
grant these must.be taken in their natural sense 
toimportan immediate transfer of title, al- 
though subsequent proceedings may be required 
to give precision to that title and attach. it to 
specitic tracts. No individual can call in ques- 
tion the validity of the proce@écings by which 
precision to the title where the United States are 
satisfied with them. 

%. The provision in the act of 1856 that all 
lands remaining unsold.after ten years shali re- 
vert to the United States, it the road be not then 
completed, isa condition subsequent, being in 
effect a provision that the graut to the extent of 
the lands unsold shail be void if the work 
designated be not done within that period. 

4. No one can take advantage of the non-per- 
formance of a condition subsequent annexed to 
an estate in fee but the grantor or his beirs or 
successors, and if they do not see fit to assert 
their right to enforce a forfeiture on that ground 
the title remains untmpaired in the grantee. 
The rule equally obtains where the grant upon 
condition proceeds fapm the Government. 

5. The mannerin which the reserved right of 
the grantor for breach of the condition must be 
asserted so as to restore the estate depends 
upon the character of the grant. If it be a pri- 
vate grant, that right must be asserted by entry 
or its equivaient. If the grant be a public one, 
the right must be asserted by judicial proceed- 
ings authorized by law, Or there must be some 
legislative assertion of ownership of the prop- 
erty for breach of the condition, such as an act 
directing the ion or appropriation of the 
property, or it be offered for sale or settie- 


ment. 7

Hypothetical 
questions of the character stated in the article 
ure presented to me every day In pumerous ict- 
ters. lcan only reply to them in a general way 
that decisions will be made as to each particular 
case when it shall come up, but thatno eeneral 
principle can be announced in advance. Such 
un announeement might greatly embarrass us. 
The department bas sometimes canceied a 
withdrawal, but that cannot affect the right of 
the roads if the roads under the law have a 
right tofthe lands. If they havea legal, right 
to them they will get them whether théJands 
have been withdrawn or not. 
that withdrawals are made of all sections. The 
withdrawals only go to the odd sections. The 
even sections are open to settlement within the 
line of the grant.” 

“flas the departmert reversed any of its rul- 
ings with regard to settlers?” 

“Secretary Kirkwood commenced a more Jib- 
eral policy in the case of individual settiers, and 
this has been followed by Secretary Teller. This 
applies, however, ouly to individual tracts, 
pieces of land, and cannot be made applicable 
toa large domain. The spirit of the present 
rulings is that the settier will get his rights 
whenever there igs any possible technical claim 
of filmg or entry. Former rulings were more 
arbitrary and injurious to the settler. If 
be failed to make a strictly technical case 
the lands in most instances went to the raii- 
roads. if the settler can now make anything 
possible attach to the land in the way of title he 
will get the land, and «a great many technical 
laches will be overlooked. There are 6,000 cages 
of this character now pendina before me, and it 
is not within the range of physical possibility to 
decide them.

The plaintif® says 
that he isan honest and just citizen, and is in 
good and regular standing in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and of good reputation 
among his neighbors and the public; that for 
some time past his son and daughter bave been 
accustomed to deposit money in the Dime Sav- 
ings Bank, he acting as’ their agent and repre- 
sentative. About the Ist of January last the 
book of plaintiff's son was baianced up, 
when it was found that he had a balance 
to his credit of $2 or $2.04. On the Lithof Jan- 
uary plaintif went to the bank to draw out the 
money, and seems to have had some misunder- 
standing and altercation with Reed, during 
which Keed said: “If you say you have not re- 
ceived the two dollars you are athief and a 
liar.”” These * faise, scandalous, malicious, and 
defamatory accusations,’ plaintif? says, have 
greatly injured him in bis good name, fame, 
credit, and reputation, baving been spoken in 
the hearing of divers persons, “and by means 
anc in consequence thereof the plaintiff was 
and is grievously distressed. troubled, and har- 
rassed in bis mind and spirits,and was thrown 
and fell into a serious nervous prostration, and 
became sick and disordered, and bas so remained 
and continued for a long time—to wit: frotn 
thence to hitherto’’~and suffered damages to 
the amount of $5,000.

Shippers’ and Receivers’ Association regarding 
the refusal of the Eastern roads to allow Board 
of Trade weighmasters at their scales until the 
difficulty with the board regarding the arbitra- 
tion rule is settled. The committee of the Ship- 
pers’ and Receivers’ Association claims that 
their association has nothing to du with the con- 
troversy between the raijroads and the board: 
They express a wish that the rnilroads would 
determination in regard to 
weighmasters. They would not insist 
Board of ‘Trade weigbmasters 
at the scales of the railroads, but were willing 
that the railroads should appoint regular weigh- 
masters who could be authorized to issue weigh- 
ing certificates upon which shippers could make 
fiual settiements. The inability to secure such 
certificates was inflicting great damage not 
only upon the shippers but also upon the rail- 
roads, as it tendedto direct businessto other 
poiuts. 

There not being a rull rompentanen at the 
meeting yesterday it was not deemed advisable 
tu take any action in regardto the letter, aga 
Commissioner Moore was instructed to inform 
the Shippers’ and Receivers’ Assvociation that 
their request would be lajd before the meeting 
of the ChicagoCommitte@pt East- Bound ‘Traffic 
next Tuesday. ' 

Judging by the temper and experience of the 
officials of the Eastern roads, it js bardly proba- 


bie that the Shippers’ and Keceivers’ Association 


will be apy more successful this time in having 
the trouble about weighing freight adjusted 
than they were when they made their request a 
few weeks ago. The railroad officiais claim that 
their refusal to allow Board of Trade or other 
Oflicial weighmasters ut their scaics is the only 
etfective weapon they bave against the board in 
their fight. Their refusal to give daily reports 
to the board does not cut so much of a figure, 
as the leading shippers wanage in some way or 
other to secure tolerably fair statements of 
daily shipments. To make a concession 
in regard to  weighmasters, the “ali- 
road otticials say, would be ita- 
mount to an abandonment of their case, 
as the board would ther be in a position to defv 
tbe railroads forever. The Shippers’ and Receiv- 
ers’ Association, the railroad men claim, is al- 
most entirely composed of Board of Trade 
members, and Spey should therefore use their 
influence with the board to bring abvuut a set- 
tlement of the existing difficulties. 


Fire-Proof Sleeping-Cars and Passen- 
ger-Coaches, 

The New York Iicrald has the following article 
advocating the construccdon of ftire-proof sleep- 
ing-cars and passenger-coaches: 

* There is no good reason why sleeping-cars, 
and in fact all pastenger-cars On steam rail- 
roads, should not be made tbhorougbly tire- 
proof. There are special reasons why they should 
be so constructed, 
to risk of fire and are freighted witb thousands 
of buman lives. Yet they are mere tinder 
boxes, and once on fire are almost instantly 
consumed by the flames. The great danwer to 
life from combustible cars was forcibiyv il- 
lustrated by the burning of a ‘sileep- 
er’ on the Pennsylvania Road early 

esterday morning, though fortunately no 
ives were lost, and it was more ter- 
ridly illustrated by the Spuryten Duyvil 
disaster on the Hudson River Road, in woich 
the loss of life was largely due to the burning of 
the wrecked cars. It would seem to be easy 
and entirely practicabie to construct passenger- 
cars of metal or other unintlammabie materials 
so asto make them absolutely tire-proof, and 
the traveling public has a right to demand of 
the wealthy corporations of the country this 
safeguard against danger and iuss of life. In 
the buiiding of ocean steamers iron and other 
metais have largely taken the place uf wood. 
It is bigh time Mat a new departure of this kind 
be taken in the construction of cars for the car- 
riage of passengers by land.”’ 


Another Trunk Line Between Cincin<- 
matiand New York.

The Lease of the Wabash the Chief 
Kopic of Gossip in New York. 

New Yor«, Mareh 15.—Tne Mail and Express 
contains the following in its late edition rel- 
ative to the lease of the Wabash: “* Foreign 
holders ot Wabash cabied over here vesterday,’ 
said an operator today, ‘inquiring how much 
truth there was in the reported intention to 
lease the Wabash to the Iron Mountain. The 
reply stated, in effect, that such a lease was ex- 
tremely probabie. Llunderstand that the mat- 
ter has been under discussion for 
months, and Chat authority to make 
such a lease has been given to the Directors. 
There is some doubt whether the lease will 1m 
clude any guarantees by ‘the lron Mount- 
alin. I have understood that the Iron 


Mountain would ¢ guarantee the Wabash 
bonds, but Mr. Sage, 1 see, says there will be no 
guarantee; that the lease wili be sowething like 


the Kansas & Texas lease. The Wabash wouid | 


get its net earnings, nothing more. Tais would 
probably accomplish the result desired as effect- 
wally as if guarantees were given. The point 
of the whole wnatter is this: The Southwestern 
system terminates at St. Louis. It meets there 
the Ohio & Mississippi, the [Ulinois Central, the 
Vandalia, the Wabash, and the Chicago & Alton 
Lines. in order to preserve harmony, it is nec- 


as will be reasonably satisfactory to these com- 
peting lines. The result is, that the Wabash 
gets only a small portion of the tbrough 
business from the Soutowest. Now, if the 
Wabash was leased to the Iron Mountain the 
Southwestern system would be extended to 
‘loledyv, and the roads centering at St. Louis 
would not complain if the Missouri Pacific gave 
its business toitsuownline. That would make 
Toledo instead of St. Louis the distributing 
point, and the Wabash, instead of gettmg 8 per 
ceut of the business, would reasonably expect 
to get 50 or 60 per cent, and-thus the amount of 
business would make with the Wabash ali the 
difference in the world. Instead of being bare- 
ly able to pay fixed charges, the Wabash would 
probably earn a dividend on its common stock 
the flist year after the new arrangement took 
elfect. The roads which would jose business by 
this combination between the Wavash and the 
Southwestern system would not be in position to 
retaliate severely, because they compete with 
the Wabash down to St. Louis now, and beyond 
St. Louis there are no through lines save those 
composing the Gould Southwestern aystem.’
